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PROGRESS REPORT ON PESTICIDES 
URGES CONTINUED CAUTIOUS USE

DALLAS — There is no safe way to 
incorporate the pesticide use of chlor- 
inated hydrocarbons in a poultry man- 
agement program 
devoted to eggs or 
meat. Dr. W.' J. 

Stadelman of Pur- 
due University de- 
clared here Tues- 
day. 

The Indiana poul- 
try products expert 
presented a prog- 
ress report on Pur- 
| due research sup- 
Sported by the Dr - w - J - Stadelman 
American Poultry and Hatchery Fed- 
eration and the National Egg Council. 
His presentation was made on the 
APHF convention’s educational pro- 
gram. 

One of the most significant de- 
velopments since 1962, Dr. Stadelman 
said, has been acceptance by the poul- 
try industry and its allies of respon- 
sibility in attempting to control pes- 
ticide residue levels. Mistakes still are 
being made, but the future does not 
appear as bleak as it did 18 months 
ago, the food technologist asserted. 

“There likely will continue to be 
mistakes,” he admitted, “but with 
more complete information, the inci- 
dence of contamination of meat or 
eggs should be reduced.” 

One objective in the research was 
to determine chicken resistance to 
pesticides. Another aim was to de- 
ermine what influenced the rate of 
iisappearance of residues from tissues 
and eggs. Third objective was to de- 
termine the effects wrought by cook- 
ing and methods of preparation on 
ietectable pesticide residues. ~ 

Pesticides used in the Purdue studies 
included DDT, DDE, lindane, hepta- 
chlor, dieldrin and endrin. 

“The work done on this project, and 
work at other experiment stations, all 
indicate that only extremely low — 
less than 0.1 part per million — levels 
of chlorinated hydrocarbons can be 
tolerated in the diet,” Dr. Stadelman 
warned his listeners. 

“The poultryman must continually be 
alert to the dangers of using such 
products anywhere near the birds or 


eggs. The chance of-getting contam- 
inated feed exists, but except in ex- 
treme instances, usually will not re- 
sult in detectable levels, due to dilu- 
tion of levels by mixing of ingredients.” 

Using the pesticides containing chlor- 
inated hydrocarbons on crops destined 
for poultry feed also is hazardous, ac- 
cording to the Purdue researcher. 
Furthermore, the use of animal fats 
in the feed constitutes another risk. 

Yet even with such _ hazards, the 
speaker maintained, if still is ' pos- 
sible to produce eggs and meat that 
are free of pesticide residues. 

“Caution and careful adherence to 
the regulations governing use of pes- 
ticides,” Dr. Stadelman concluded, "will 
return them to their role of aids in 
pest control.” 

The talk was accompanied by a 
slide presentation, offering detailed 
data in support of the Purdue findings. 

USDA to Buy Turkeys 
For Schools, in August

WASHINGTON — Secretary of Agri- 
culture Orville L. Freeman announced 
Tuesday that the Government will start 
buying frozen turkeys “in early August” 
for the National School Lunch Pro- 
gram. 

The Secretary said purchases will be 
planned to “fit the seasonal marketing 
pattern for turkeys.” Sales usually rise 
in August and continue upward through 
September, October and November. 

For the first time since 1960, turkevs 
will be bought with National School 
Lunch Act funds, rather than tariff 
receipts earmarked for “surplus re- 
moval” of farm products. 

Exact details of the program are to 
be disclosed in late July, but officials 
said this year’s birds would be a “little 
lighter” than 1963 and 1962 birds, which 
ranged from 16 to 24 pounds, ready- 
to-cook. 

USDA bought 43.6 million lbs. of 
turkeys in 1963, 42.9 million lbs. in 
1962, 60 million lbs. in 1961, and 18.9 
million lbs. in 1960 (previous presi- 
dential election year).
